DEAF UUTE8 AND THE BLIND. 

The School to be Opened iu Hopteiiiber Next— 
A Wortliy Oliject for Geueroni 
Support. 

Tho school sought to bu established in 
this city for tho instruction uf deaf mutes 
and the blind of .sclioul age will :. open for 
llio rocujitioii of piipil.a on the second 
\Vednead:iy of yeptuinbur next. Eii- 
(|tiirica made throughout the province 
have biuuglit to iiotico (|uite a numl)er of 
children who will bu iiuich bciielitcd by 
the instruction given in this school, and 
already applications have been received 
by the principal for the adiuisaion of 
several. The congenitally deaf know 
notliiiig of langiiago as wo speak, read, 
and write it, and therefore thu lirst 
two or three yeaih of acliool life are 
mainly devoted lo aci|uiriiig .such a coin- 
iiiaiid of it as will enable the pupil to go 
on with the branches of study taught in 
hearing BohooU, 

The child learns to write the letters of 
the alphabet, to combine them into wtirda 
and to associate the words with objects, 
i|ualitiea, actions, etc. 'I'lie manual and 
sign language are taken up at tho sanie 
tinin, and by lueitns uf this latter a very 
extensive knowledge is obtained, even 
long before the ability to express tho 
thoughts in written language is acquired. 
Religious instruction, by this iiie.'ui.s, is 
begun with the school life of the (Uipil. 
A curious fact in connection with auvetal 
of the upplic.-iiits for adiiiiHsion, is that 
loss of hearing occurred at about the same 
period, and was the result of a malignant 
type of fever then prevalent. Some of 
these have forgotten entirely how lu 
speak, while others retain the imperfect 
fdriii that I hey had thi;ii acijuired. .-Ml 
such may get a perfect command of 
SPOKEN I,ANQUAaK, 

by tho course of training offered in tho 
articulation class of the institution just 
established in our midst. Mr. .Ashcroft 
uses what is called Bell'.s method, where- 
by the sounds of the words are repre- 
sented by curious symbols. Tho pupil ia 
taught tho souiuJ value of these symbols 
and a word written with them will indi- 
cate the correct pronunciation at a glance. 
Children afflicted with impediment in 
speech would improve by attending this 
claas. 

The blind are taught lo road from raised 
type, to write with tho help of a grooved 
tablet, also by what is known as the 
[iraille system, which consists of |iinic- 
tures made in the paper in diU'erent posi- 
tions to represent the letters. The.se 
points iniiy be felt by tin' pupil and he is 
able to read what he lias written. A com- 
modious buililiiig with ample grounds 
has been secured on Chatham street, lyid 
it is hoped the good work to be accoiii- 
pliahed in it will receive the encourage- 
inoiiL and su])port of our citiKeiis, To

liiuuilierlalii lu Iiul WnKir. 

London, July 31.— Last night's i)ro- 
ceedinga in the House of Cuunuoua have 
aroused a feeling of deprecation in the 
miiida of many liberals at ParueU'a accus- 
al ions ag.iinst Cham berlaiu. This feeling 
is not created because of any belief on tho 
part of allies of the home rule party that 
Chamberlain was unjustly accused, since 
everyone of thom admit that tho Jrisli 
leader told the truth; but a lai^e number 
of these deplore tho breach of conlidonce 
evinced by Parnell's reniiirka. They, 
however, admit that Parnell was excus- 
ably liaaty, having been baited by the 
tnalignant igiionince of bis adversary be- 
yond tho limit of patient endurance. Mr. 
Chamlierlain's attempt to ignore the 
charge agajnst hini which Parnell so 
]ilainly laid down is not gener- 
ally held lo be aiiliicient, since 
liiriningliani. radical leader, hiia 
loo often been brought to book for 
breaches of faith. Even the Dublin E.c- 
jiirss, which has all along been favorable 
tu Mr. Chuiuberlaiu, hits found it neces- 
sary in an -article commenting upon his 
conduct last night, to assert that if the 
repurts are true he has forfeited all claitns 
to the confidence of his aovereign and the 
companionship of honorablo men if 
.slanders he put forth cannot be proved. 
"If they can't be aub.itantiated," the 
jiaper declarua, "we shall not hesitate to 
expose the author of them." As to-night's 
proceedings in the house iirdicate, the 
government i.s determined to exercise the 
free use of it.s privilege of cloture in order 
to end a debate which ia every hour bo- 
cuming more and more uncomfortable to 
the ministry. 'J'he liberals will make a 
determined effort to aine.nd the bill and 
in the event of their failure to do 
so it is possible Parnell will upset the 
govern luont's calculation by onnouncing 
he would rather take his chances in a 
trial by jury than to abide by the 
commission authorized by tlie bill as it 
now stands. 

In the Coniinona this evening, W. H. 
•Smith moved the suspension of the stand- 
ing order for discussion of the bill to 
investigate charges against Mr. Parnell 
and otliors, as it might be interrupted at 
midnight. He proteated ;ig.".inst the sus- 
pension of the discussion, which motion 
was suggested on the ground that the 
proposal was an amendment lo continue 
discussion of the measure as of lirst iin- 
portiince. .-Vfter the llouao had been 
sitting nine huurs the motion carried 231 
to 196. Parnell, resuming the debate un 
the Commons bill, referred to the pro- 
posal uf Mr. Reid, made last night, to 
limit the enquiry to ciiarges of participa- 
tion or coniplicity in outrages. He re- 
t'lM-red lu cabinets in ofHco since 1882, 
proceedings of which he assorted had 
frequently been divulged by Chamberlain 
tu himself and other nationalist members. 
The chairman here interrupted, saying 
that the Irish loader's observations woie 
not now in order. Parnell replied that 
he would i-eserve further statements until 
he appeared before the commission, when 
he would be prepared to prove his charge. 
Chamberlain, oll'ei iiig a personal explana- 
tion, said that Parnell had modej certain 
vague accusations against him which he 
threatened to bring before the commis- 
sion, if the charges were foreign lo the 
aubject referred to tho commission for in- 
vestigation, he would give any necea- 
sary explanation of them without shirk- 
iug. Regarding the accusation made 
bjT Parnell that he had betrayed''. Cabinet 
secrets between 1880 and 1885, as far hs 
he could recollect the only direct coni- 
munic.dions he had had with Parnell dur- 
ing the whole of that period were lirst re- 
,'aiding Parnell's release from Kilmain- 
liam jail, information of which had oc- 
curred having been promptly convoyed to 
Gladstone and Forater; and second a com- 
munication referring to the National 
Council in Ireland. Parnell recited 
varioua acta of Chamberlain which 
he claimed supported hia statementa. 
Tile Cliairnian interrupted Parnell, 
ruling that his timu for puruoiial explana- 
tions in reply to Chamberlain had been 
exhausted. Chamberlain said he wished 
id state that ho did nut intend to imply 
that tho aiibjei'l of nal ional councils was the 
only matter discu.sseil between hiiiisulf and 
I'aniell, but he had always informed bis 
colleagues of what li.ul passed butween 
himself and I'ariicli. Ho appealed to

Aiipllcatlou for a Chinese Girl .Said to be Do- 
tttlneJ lu the Home— The Girl 
Not an Inmate. 

Mr. Walls, on behalf of a Chinese 
client, Mah Duck, obtained from Mr. 
Justice Gray on Monday an order for the 
production ui court by Rev. Mr. Starr 
and J. E. Gardner, of the person of a 
Chiiicae girl Ah Fong alias Hong Hoo, 
.said to be detained in the Chinese Home 
against her wilL Tho writ w.as made re- 
turnable yesterday morning, and at noon 
the matter came before his lordship. 

Mr. Fell, on behalf of Messrs. Starr 
and Gardner, stated to the court that the 
girl in question was not novv an inmate 
of the Home, but was living in Chinatown 
with liur husband, and if, counsel for the 
.applicant would,, go- With hiiii she could 
be seen. ' ! ' . , ' 

Mr. Walla contisnde^ that he had seen 
hnr in the Home the day, before,' and said 
if he was permitted, to go there with an 
interpreter he thoUKht he could identify 
her. 

Mr. Fell said that there would be no 
objection made to Mr. Walls visit- 
ing the Home and interviewing 
tho inmates, , but permission would 
not be granted to any Chinese in- 
terjireter tu enter there. The girls all 
spoke English, and he could ijnery them 
as to whether any one of theiu was tho 
girl ho was seeking. 

Hia lordship suggested that tliu matter 
should be- adjourned and sworn evidence 
submitted. If they found the girl the 
cuuit registrar could examine hor. 

Mr. Fell said, jf necessary, every in- 
mate of the home could bebrought before 
the court. 

His worship- No, you can't bring thom 
before me. Vou can bring thom before 
the registrar who can exaniina them if you 
wish. 

Mr. Walls said ho would accept of the 
invitation to visit the Home, but he con- 
sitlered it an almost useless eifort without 
the aid of an intei'|)reter. 

His lordship suggested that Mr. Fell 
pit' in an athdavit in anawer to tho charges 
contained in that liled by tho opposite 
[larty, and the case could come before 
iiim again un thu following day. 

Mr. Fell assented to this and the case 
was adjourned,

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MONEY IN PERU. 

l'Mi)er immoy is no longer a circulating 
laediunj in Peru, it is now used only in 
a small way in the payment of customs 
duties, and is destroyed as soon as re- 
ceived, and silver coin lias taken its place. 
It b calculated that there are 60,000,0110 
in paper money outstanding, which could 
be redeemed for 2,000,000 silver soles 
(§1,380,000), liul. the i)roHi)ect of thia is 
not fjood. Ill fiict, no tii-.ie for redeiuii- 
tion has been ae( , unci theiv apiieara no 
disposition to arrauye it. Miiuy business 
liouaes are i-upurleil lo lio lieavy lioldeis 
of this paper, imd tlie oU'ect upon 
trade has been unfavorable. The 
sudden change from paper to silver has 
caused much inconvenience. Prices of 
goods in silver are out of all proportion to 
those paid when paper was used. Wages 
and salaries have not increased in pro 
portion to the advance in goods. Renl.s 
have decreased. Tho decline in the value 
of paper seems to date from 1874-76. The 
paper sol, then niuler bank guarantee, 
was worth 4ljtl. A severe liiiaiicial erisi.s 
occurring, l-lie ijoveniiiiont was induced to 
aaaiiiiie tlu^ respoii.siliility of redeeuiiui; 
the bank i.ssue3. Kxtravagaiice in e.\peii- 
dituroa induced now issues of this paper 
money. The war with Chili foIlowed,and 
the Chilians levied contributions, but de- 
clined to accept anything but silvtir. 
Seven months ago, when paper liiially 
stopped circulating, a silver sol was worth 
Id. Paper currency seems to be a thini; 
of the past in Peru. 



THE MEW MINISTERS. 

Thb Colonist was the first to announce 
officially yesterday morning the entrance 
of Edgar Dewduey and JohnO. Haggart 
into the Cabinet, the former as Minister 
of the Interior and the latter as l^iat - 
master-Genei-al. Of tho per.soii;ility of 
each of these aoiiio facts will prove inter- 
esting. 

The Minister of the Interior is a native 
of Devonshire, Eiiglaiid, and was born in 
1835.

He sat for Kootenay in the 
Legislative Assenjbly of this Province 
from 1868-69, andihad a seat in the Com- 
mons from 1872 until 1879, when he was 
appointed Indian Coinmissioner. He was 
named Lieutenant Governor of tiie North- 
west Territories on December 3id, 1881, 
vice Hon. David Laird, whose term <if 
otiice liad expired. Mo has been 
remarkably succosstui in tiie dis- 
charge of his duties, and that his 
term of oliice was niavked by liigli execu- 
tive abilities is evidenced by tlie many 
testimonials which have been tendered him 
during tho past few months. Wherever 
he has gone, whether at Regina, Calgary, 
MooBomin, or the many other smiling ham 
leta which cover tho face of the prairies, t h< 
people have all addressed him in the most 
felicitous terms, and hailed him as one 
who had done good service in the North- 
west in the face of many ob.-.tacles.

Ho is 'V huge mill owner and was 
for several years mayor of Perth, lie 
was an unsuccessful candidate for South 
Lanark in the Logblative Assembly of 
Ontario at the general elections of I8f>7 
and in 1869. He was first returned t o 
Parliament at the general 'elections of 
1872, and re-electod at the general elec- 
tions of 1874, 1878, 1882 and at the last 
general (Oectioiis. It is umUM'stood 
that IMr. Ilaggarl, lias biien 
olFored a seat in tliu Ministry beforo Ibis 
but ileclini d (he lionor. < )f ample means, 
and naturally fond of a ipiiet life he had no 
desire to enter into the turmoil of poli- 
tics, beyond representing Soutli Lanark 
in the Commons as a private member. 
His wishes have, however, been over- 
ruled and his great abilities, hitherto 
latent though well known to his inti- 
mate friends, will lind fiill scuije for action 
in the Dopartmenl over which he has boon 
called upon to preside. Peraoiially onu of 
tho most popular inomhers of tho House 
ho brings l^o tho ( loveriiment a siippoi l, 
which will still furtluu' add to its iiitlueiice 
in (.ho esteem of the eleetorat.u. Than 
.John Haggait's few iiaiiiuii are 
bettor beloved at Ottawa, ho fairly 
sharing the honors with James 
Trow, tho gonial Liberal whip, 



heart. Wo have every confidence, too, 
that as Pofltiimster-Ooneral Mr. Haggart 
will ensure the success of the service, and 
lefl.vn no p:iin:i uniiparcil •■o increase iti 
efficiency and add to its usefulness. 

Both .ippointmonts will, we think.moek 
with general favor, though we may 
ways expect the Grits to denounce them, 
on general principles, as unfit. They 
have, however, boon pursuing, such a 
course for a long time no\vi'6rily to have 
met with tho triumphant return of every 
Minister who, on accepting olhce, haa 
gone back to his constituents for re-elec- 
tion. They love Opposition for its own 
siko, and that it will long be their condi- 
tion the sigus of the times denote. 

THE BY-LAWS' ELECTION. 

The result of the voting on the by-laws 
yesterday will prove fairly satisfactory to 
tho people generally. Tlie most im- 
portant ones, and those for which we 
most actively fought, have passed, namely 
those favoring a loan of §30,000 for sew- 
erage .•ind §20,000 for waterwm-ks pur- 
poses. The jiublic library by-law, not a 
Idhh by-law, we are gl.'id to announce also 
proved Hucci'ssfid, and the city now is in 
poMSfSsion (if what wo trust will [irovc 
the nucleus of an institution worthy of 
\°ict(iria. That it is needed few can 
doubt, and we take it as a criterion of an 
advance in enterprise on the 
part of the public that this by-law 
which in a somewhat different form 
failed to meet with the support of the 
property holders two years ago, has now 
received tludr assent by a very large ma- 
jority. It is a pleasing sign of I he times, 
videiice that t he love of Icaruiiig is 
becoming a p.irl of the life of our men 
and women, for we have lagged sadly 
behind in this respect in the past. 
Now that they are assured of 
Ml efficient sewerage syatein and a good 
water supply our readers will rejoice. 
To make our city — the most beautiful on 
the Pacific coast — attractive, these two 
essentials were needed, and tho lack of 
then) uncpiestionably did much in the 
past to injure Victmia in the way, more 
especially, of tourist travel. Now that 
tlie UKjney has been voted, it is hoped it 
will be jiulicioiisly evpendod, and thai 
work will be begun at tlie earliest possible 
nioineiit. The loan aakud for was 
§120,000, and §.".0,000 has been grant- 
ed, with §1,200 out of the city 
treasury for the maintenance of the 
public library — a rather fair proportion. 
The $30,000 asked for a retaining wall 
across James Bay was certain of defeat 
from the lirst, and the large majority 
thrown against it testilies that the voters 
believe such .t scheme can await 
lui.ire necessary improvements. The 
other amounts asked for, iJK'i.OOO for 
a sle.am lire vngine, §13,000 for beautify- 
ing Beacon Hill Park, §!),000 for cemetery 
purposes, and $8,000 for an addition to 
the city hall, have been refused. Doubt- 
less the property holders had good reason 
for their action. However, we cannot 
find very groat fault with them on this 
score, considering that they passed the 
three most inijiortant by-laws laid before 
them. In congratulating the city on tho 
result of yesterday's balloting, wo look 
upon it as the beginning of a new era 
in its history, progress giving 
place to sloth and energy to inactivity. 
Wo must be aggressive if we wish to take 
our proper place among the cities of this 
Slope. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The article in another column, repub- 
lished from that sterling journal the Mon- 
treal (Ja-ftle, with reference to theSkeeiia 
Indian troubles, will rejiay perusal. 

Db. W. J. Lewis, one of the members 
for Albert county, N. B., in the provin- 
cial assembly, has resigned his seat, hav- 
ing come to the conclusion that he was 
never properly elected. At the general 
(doel iim in 188(5 Mr. Lewis and his col- 
league were declared elected by acclama- 
tion, the returning ollicer throwing out 
the noininati(jn |);ipers of the other candi- 
dates for alleged informality. Mr. Lewis' 
restitution has come rather late, as he hav 
sat for two years as member for the 
ccjuiity. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

(Montreal Onstotto.) 
As usual, advantage in taken <i{ the 
trouble with the.Sl.eena Indians to spread 
reports inifavoraljle to the adininistration 
i)f Indian aH'airs by the (Jovernment. 
Notwithstanding the o(ibrt.s of the ill- 
disposed, it is not easy, however, to make 
out a case against any of the tlovernmeni 
officers from what lias recently taken 
place. K' cn the acccninls ])iiblished in 
the Oppi sitionl^press leave Llio impression 
that the I'cvoll, if it really deserve that 
niiiiio, was due to no fault of the (Jovorn- 
meiil.'a servants. The source of the dia- 
turbanco is said to have been a quarrel 
between an Indian and a medicine man 
whom he suspected of having bewitched 
his children. The aggrieved father, in his 
anger, turned against the tieaclierous foe 
(as he deemed him) and shot hiin. 
Having thus avenged himself of his 
wrongs, lie went oil' hiintinw', aj)pai'eiitly 
having the majority of his tribesmen on 
his side, and therefore not Jearing pnr 
suit. Word of his deed having meanwhile 
i-t'aeh(!d I lie ear ol the authorities, a party 
of |)olicc was sent, to ari-est the slayer. 
On lii.s return, seeing the guardians of the 
law, he tool; to lliglit and one of the con- 
stables, to prevent his eHca])e, lired at 
him. Tho shot proved mortal, and the 
inalcuntont Indians have made his death 
tho pretext for armed resistance to ( ho 
authoriticH. It is claimed that the slain 
man was about to siirromier, having come 
back from his expedition for that jiiirpoB 
at the agt.nt's riupn'st, and that it was 
owing to a sudden panic that seized him 
at sight of the armed ollicers of the law 
that ho tied to avoid oapturb.. v At any 
rate, in the wrathful excitement that fol- 
lowed tho death of ",lim," tho Indians 
retaliated by turning their hands against 
the whites, some of whom have, we aio 
told, fallen victims to their resentment. 

Misunderstandings of tJiis kind are to 
bo deplored. Tliu Indians ought to bo 
assured of (he sanio protection that is ac- 
corded to thoir h hi te neighbors and fol- 
low-oiti/.ons. A couphi of years ago an 
Indian was accused of havi'ng munlored 
two white miners, and the resident eon- 
stable arrested him and conveyed him to 
jail. A band of his friends broke into 
the jail and liheratod him on tho ground 
that tho constable had acted without au- 
thority. Tho chief, however, on hearing 
a full oiplaiiation of tho cirouiiistancos, 
and being given (o understand that the 
constable had only ol)oyed orders, and 
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had dono, expressed regret and under 
ttjok to give up the prisoner and to con- 
trol his people. Sonietiines.it happens 
that a tribe or band ia in an irritjitod stale 
of mind tviioiit B.jMie land tpieation or 
other grievance, and in such cases it le- 
(luires the exercise of tact and modera- 
tion to bring them to reason. It is un- 
fortunateljy too true that those who have 
some influence over, them -do'"'; not 
always uso it in the interests of 
peace and good-will, hut, on the 
contrary, through ambition, solf-wi or 
other personal motives, sometiiuea seize 
the occasion to deepen their distrust of 
the authoritits. It is especially lament- 
able when such a course is adopted bv 
ministers of the Gospel, and'all the more 
so if thoy be men • f rare gifts for dealing 
with Indian character. No iieiaonal 
grievances can be held to justify either 
clerk or layman in prejudicing the In- 
dians agaiiiat the whites, and the hostile 
attitude whieli the Columbian tribes- and 
parl'icularly tlie Tsimpsheaiis-seem o,' 
late so ready to assume towards tho gov- 
ernment must he att ributed very largely 
to the b.id example of a persistent revolt 
in the Metlakahtla controversy. No one 
denies the courage, zeal and long and 
fruitful labora of Mr. Duueaii, but'whal- 
ever be tho merits of his (lispui e with the 
Bislio]) of New CaliHlonia, it is a sad pity 
that he did not, on the day of trial, pre- 
fer [leace .•ui<l patience, the recompense of 
a good conscience and the pormanonco of 
good accomplished, auro ultimatoly to ho 
recognized to his honor, to a notoriety 
which, however Hattoriiig, h,is done hiiu- 
aelf little good, and has done iutlnite 
harm to the cause of Indian civilizalion in 
the scene of his labors. 

By all accounts the measures promptly 
taken to ascertain tho facta of the Skeeii'a 
trouble and to restore order in the unset- 
tled district are likely to prove speeilily 
effective. The movement of tho force 
sent to the spot will be under wise direv 
I ion and we trust ere long to ho able In 
inform our readers that the dial urb.iin-e 
has been ipielled. It iiiiiy not be unrea- 
sonable, perhaps, even to hope that, de- 
plorable though the rising ia, it may ul- 
timately lead to a better uiider.itaiidiiig of 
the condition and needs of the western 
tribes and of the administration and di» 
cipline most advantageous botli for them, 
for their white neighbors and the peace of 
the Dominion.

As previously announced, the funeral 
of the late Mr. H. E. J.e-.vitt Smith.

Many eyes wore wet with tears as 
the pastor of the I'andora avenue Method- 
ist Church drew the lesson which went 
homo to the hearts of all. Out down in 
the flower of manhood, full of bright 
hopes for th<! future, planning lor the 
.study of a liii^dier intellect iial life, the 
casket, in which repoaed all that waa 
mortal of Marry Smith, tuld more luiidly 
than wotda of the truth of the moral 
drawn by Mr. Starr. 

Rev. Mr. Wadman then said: "Tlu! 
body was that of Harry E. L. Smith."

We s.it and talked ;iii hour, 
h'irst he told me about bis work at Rocky 
Point; bow much he enjoyed teaching; 
how the profession helped him to keep 
up his regular habits of study. Lie spoke 
of the pleasure a teacher has in seeing 
t be children advance ill their work, and 
also .ib.iut some of the friendsliipa he had 
fornu.d down in the country. Branching 
aWAy from the subject of bis iiiiniediate 
work, he told me something about the 
plans he was laying for the future. He 
had not only enjoyed the profession, 
but liiiving received so much kind- 
ness fr<mi the ollicers, of the Mdiicational 
Ueparl meiit - incut inning particularl}- the 
iiaiiics of Supt.
